In Louiaville tbe 
Dteiwiell eenricd every office Mve that 
o( one, School Tnutee in the Forty-dzth 
Legiilative dittrict. where Dr. B. L. 
Carpenter w«« elected ow gierlet E. 
Lang, the Democ«tic. and Jame* Dortey, 
the Republican nominee. The county of 
Jefferson, including the city of Lousville, 
gave Gov. Beckham a majority of more 
than 6,000 orer his Republican opponent. 

NOtwIthatanding the fact that tbe Re 
Mbheeoe nade strenuous efforts in be- 
lltff of OA. Henry h. Store, their 
nomlaee for Jodge of the Criminal Court, 
aod Alfred SdMfMfl. aonriMe for Com 
noDwaalth'a Attorney, both of these 
candidate* were defeated. CoL Stone by 
more than 4.000 votes and Sdlignun by 
6,000. Col. Belknap carried only one 
ward in the city, the Fifth, which is 
largely populated with negroes. At that 
Cd. Belknap only received forty-one 
votea more than Gov. Beckham. 

The election paaaed ofi very quietly, 
Gonaiderlng the fact that it was a State 
election. In only one pcednct did any

Continuing, Mr. Dillon said that the

The Hon. John Redmond, leader of the 
Irish Parliamentary party, addressed sev- 
eral thousand of Us eonatrymen at lUl- 
lamey last Snnday, niglng the cstefnl 
consideration of ths asV!ls|B|l ;aft,and 
opposing emigration. . ' • i 

It was the greatest gathering seen at 
Killarney in many years. Special trains 
brought excursionists from Mallow. Cas- 
tleisland, Listowel, Kenmore and Kil- 
Isrglin, while hundreds came afoot and 
on horseback. Mr. John Murphy, M. P., 
David M. Moriarty, Chairman of the 
County Council, and other leaden met 
Mr. Redmond at the railway station snd 
accompanisd him to the jpfaies where the 
speaking wss held, 

Congratulstory addresses were pre- 
sented in behalf of the local societies aud 
by the County Council. 

Mr. Redmond in his address staled 
that the ownership of the land was essen- 
tial for national progresa. He said there 
waa sufficient land to support ten times 
thaprsssnt popalstioa, bnt it wss in the 
■ids sf. a lsW - Isailsids or giarisrs, 
while ths psopte-nere bnddlsd togsthsr 
oB hsnea Isads. The grsst proUsm, 
Mr. Eedewod said, was to give the ten 
ant farmer the ownerahip of the land he 
tilled. This, he thought, vroidd bs ac- 
complished by the land act. 

On the general prospects of the Irish 
caaae Mr. Rsdmood said there was good 
gronads far hops sad confidence. He 
pointed out tbs ftat that confusion had 
overtskcn both the Bnglish parties in 
Psriisment These same parties had 
been wont to sneer at Irish weaknesses 
and differences. From the moment when 
Rosebery, in tbe name of the Liberal 
party, went back on Gladstone's policy 
for Ireland that party bad gone steadily 
to ruin, and it must be to all friends of 
Ireland and to all who honor the memory 
of Gladstone a great satisfaction to know 
that Rosebery was not appointed Prime 
Minister on Gladstone's recommendation 
when the latter retired. 

The Tory party, Mr. Redmond de 
clared, was so broken and shsttered that 
with its majority of 180 in the House of 
Commons it would not remain in power 
a week after Parliament assembled 
While tbe English parties were divide<l, 
weak and hopeless, tbe Irish party waa 
solid. Re held that the more independ 
ent and prosperona the farmen and 
laboren of Ireland beoonn the better 
the edncstloesl fsdhtiss st the disposal 
of the yoafh of Irtkhd. tbe hMS* jesUce 
they obtained on the qnestion of the 
financial relations the more fitted would 
the Irish nation become for self-govern- 
ment and the more determined to ob- 
tain it. 

Mr. Redmond dwelt at length on emi- 
gration aad bitterly opposed it. One 
cause of emigration that ought to be re- 
moved, he said, was the exaggerated 
prospect held ont to Irish boys snd girls 
if they went taA Sf icat He criticised 
Mr. CsmcgieTs spsssh at- Waterford. 
wh«« tbs. farttat iMd toM e( ths pros, 
peroos oondlrtoH of the Irish in the 
United StatesL Mr. Redmond said that 
the poorest laborer in Kerry was happier 
than tbe majority of Irish workiugmen 
in the United
